of 
the 


article. 
The Prospect has not taken 


the trouble 
to do either of these 


things. 
Instead 
thereof —whether 


at the nod of interested 
parties or 


ofits own motion we know not—it 
has placed the Ledger in a position 
of the Prospect's 
own choosing, 
and 


proceeded to cannonade 
us from the 


viewpoint of its own creation. 
For

court was based 
on 
the finding of 


fact by the lower court that 
the 


salary bill did not provide an in- 
crease ofcompensation. 
We do not 


profess to be versed in the winding 
paths of law, but we do claim 
the 


privilege of an average 
juror to be 


able to appreciate a matter 
of fact. 
• Amador county has paid, since • the 
salary bill became 
a law, between 


$7000 and $800.0 over and above what 
the justices and constables 
of this 


county would have been entitled 
to 


as compensation under the fee billin 
effect at the time of their election 
and when 
they entered 
upon the 


duties of their office. Itis this wide 
divergence on a question of fact that 
the Ledger has called attention 
to, 


\u25a0not to the supreme court's 
decision. 


We do not know what difference 
the 


law passed concerning justices' and 
constables' 
compensation 
in Cala- 


veras has made in the contents 
of 
-the treasury of that county. 
That 
is a point upon which the people of 
our sister county have been kept in

The road between lone and Jackson 
(12 miles ) was oiled in 1903. In some 
places the road consists largely of rock, 
inothers of tho natural earth. 
Before 
oiling, the dust was scraped 
to the 
center. 
A wooden trough 
with many 
small holes bored in the bottom, and 
attached to the rear of a wagon-tank, 
was used inapplying the oil.100 barrels 
to the mile being used for a strip S to 
10 feet wide. 
The road was then har- 
rowed, and after ten days a second 
ap- 
plication of tho. same quantity of oil 
was made. 
The oilwas heated 
to 180 
degrees by exhaust steam at small ex- 
pense, 
the expansion being about 10 
per cent, the measuring 
for road pur- 
poses being done after heating. 
The 
specific gravity of the oilwas 16 degrees 
and the proportion of asphalt about 50 
per cent. Itwas obtained fromBakers- 
fieldat a cost of 90 cents per barrel, de- 
livered at lone. 
The additional cost of 
applyingto the road was $25 per mile. 
The road was again oiled thisyear, the 
methods and quantity of the firstyear's 
oilingbeing repeated; the results 
were 
fairlysuccessful, although some draw-

tight coating for tho reservoir. 
An im- 


mense quantity of gravel and cement 
will be required for this work.
